FATAL COLLISION IN THE

In a Dense, Black Fog the Ferry-Boat Sau- 
salito Crashes Into the San Rafael- 
Small Loss of Life. 


^Company Formed to Utilize "Black Strap* 
for Distilling Spirits and AlcohwL 

San Francisco.—The utilization of 
the refiwe of the beet sugar factories 
has been a serious problem among the 
oiraers of those concerns ever since 
they were first started. This refuse 
known iw “black strap’’ contains a 
eonaiderablc amount of syrup which in 
the sugar making it is impossible to 
extract and is consequently a loss, but 
in Germany where the beet sugar busi¬ 
ness is carried on very extensively, it 
has been found that the refuse can be 
used fur distilling neutral spirits or 
alcohol. Several months ago the prob¬ 
lem was first serioosly discussed in this 
city and it resulted in the organization 
of a company to be known as the Un¬ 
ion Distillery Company, 
jifl T. H. Frolich has been the prime 
mover in the organization of the com¬ 
pany and is now acting secretary. The 
other officials and the incorporators are 
H. Brunner, cashier of the Germania 
Trust Company, president; G. W. 
Bauer, vice-president; E. B. Young, 
Gustav Woemer, W. A. Frederick and 
J. M. Taylor. 

According to Mr. Young, the legal 
adviser of the company, it will be 
about four months before the company 
is ready to begin operations, as it will 
require that time to make the stills, 
and the necessary building must also 
be erected. A site has not yet been se¬ 
lected, but several are under considera¬ 
tion, in the Portrero and across the 
y at Point Richmond. The build- 
igs must be convenient to water and 
rail transporation as the material for 
the distillery has to be brought some 
distance._

stone 1*008 Not Figure in the Con (triic^ 
tion of Upper Stories. 

The sky-scraping tower of stone and 
iron w'liidi is bei'oiuing so eoiiimoii tut 
eye-sure in Aiiieru'iiti I'ities hits not In- 
vtuleil Hint laiid of Ihe eartliquiike and 
I lie ty idiooii. Hie Fliilippiiie Islands, and 
it is not likely to do so soon. 'I’liese 
iieriliiits vi.siiants govern tlie cliaraeter 
and Hie si:'.e of Hie luiiises, AvbieU tire 
very larely more Hian two stories in 
lieiglit, even in Hie best (inarters of 
-Manila. Of these, Hie ground floor is 
used as a euai'bliouse or to lodge the 
native servants. It is apt to be too 
' (binip for the faniily, Avlio live’on the 
' upiier floor, wliieli is divided into a 
spacious ball, (liiiiiig and reception 
rooms, aud bed and other iirivate apai't- 
■ meiits. Tbe kitelien is often a separate 
' building, willi a roofed passage liaid- 
' iiig lo tbe house. Beside it is Hie bath- 
' room, an aiiartineut much in deinaud 
' iimong the Filipino.s, w ith whom cleii^ 
liuess Is one of Hie chief virtues atlTl 
batliliig a daily duty.

The floor Is made of bamboo strips, 
AA'ith tlielr rounded sides uppermost and 
tied together, so as to leave Avide cracks 
betAveeu. SAviugiug shades, Avhlch can 
be propped up during the day, serve 
for Aviudows. .-t ladder takes the place 
of stairs. Ventilation Is the important 
thing that is constantly sought. 

Often there Is only a single room, 
Avhi'eh serves for cooking, eating, aud 
.sleeping, the Are being made on a heap 
of earth in one corner, and Avhen iu 
use fllBng the house Avith smoke. In 
the better houses there are tAvo or more 
(I rooms. There is one great advantage iu 
Jl H*'se houses. In ease an earthquake 
should shake them doAVU, or a typhoon 
I” topple them ovef, uo oue Is likely to 
r- be liiirt. The materials are too light 
a to do any bariii. And they are so oj^'t 
r- to the air as to make them much 
u tbnii ('lose-biiilt dwellings.—New York

That 
lawyers take (he same view of the sit¬ 
uation Is shown by the ehaiiges w-hlch 
have been made witliln recent years in 
Hie iiiatter of reiinlremeiits for adinls- 
sion to the bar. I'mler the rule wlileb 
prevailed but a few years ago it was 
only neeessary for an applicant to ap¬ 
pear in open court and pa.ss a so-called 
exaniinntlon, which was supervised by 
a few members of the bar appointed 
for the purpose, and which, in many 
eases, was based chiefly on the pre¬ 
vious ncqnaiiitnnee of the appIU'ant 
with the examiners. 

A young ninn who had rend law for a 
couple of years In (he olflee of a mem¬ 
ber of the bar bad only to appear In 
court, under proper auspices, and state 
that be wanted to be admitted to have 
his petition granted. The present rule, 
which was adopted by the Supreme 
Court of the State In 181(7, only four 
years ago, provides that every appli¬ 
cant for admission to the bar must 
jiresent credentials showing that he is 
a man of good moral character; that he 
Is a graduate of one of the high schools 
of the State or possesses an equivalent 
education, and that he has studied law 
for at least three years. It Is also pro¬ 
vided that all or at least part of the 
examination shall be written. As a 
matter of fact, It Is said by lawyers 
to he ten times os hard to secure ad¬ 
mission to the bar at present as It was 
a few years ago.

.\nrhropologlst .1. Walter Fewkes, in an 
article on “Tlte I’ropcrty Ui.glit in 
Eagles Among the llopi,’ writes re¬ 
garding their aiu'icnl eagle hunts as 
follows:

One large class of lawyt'rs eomhine 
with their ri'gnlar U'gal hnsiness Unit 
of leaidng money, hnying note.s, st'lliii.g 
lift', fire, plait' glass, anil other Instir- 
nnet'. Many of them, in fact, fiml some 
one of tlu'si' “side lines" so prtilltahle 
lhal they lu'ver give It up and rt'maiii 
imlil tilt' I'ini more Insnninee or loan 
agent than law.ver. Those who work 
out of the Insuraiiee or loan hnsiin'ss 
Into the i>rneti('e of the law find that 
they actinire in this way a wiilor ne- 
(inalntance than they eoidd hope lo gi't 
in the same h'ligth of time in a legal 
way.

Tlie.v often work 
for nniny years at salaries ranging 
from $41) a month upward, .after they 
have been iidmltled lo the bar, nml as 
often ns not are ilisaiipointed In their 
e.xiiectatioiiH of being aiUnltted as part¬ 
ners In the firm. , 

With all these facts before them the 
Hinbttions young men of the eonntry 
fierslst In crowding the law schools to 
a greater extent every year.

There are sermons, prayers and 
personal experiences iutorspiced with 
wild bursts of incoherent melody, 
whieli arouses religious fervor to fever 
lieiglit. Men and women faint in tiiy 
course of tlie exercises, many otliers 
fall into trances and talk of visions of 
tlieir dead friends enthroned in glory. 

Tlie eoreinoiiies culminate in a forni- 
nl procession. It is forming for an 
liour before tlie residence of tlie late 
lauieiUed son or daughter. Negroes 
from the uttermost parts of tiie city 
gather in tlie streets. 'I'lie occasion is a 
festive one. Tliey run and shout and 
caper. The members of tlie organiza¬ 
tions to wliieli the dead person belong¬ 
ed stand ill solemn order, clad in elali- 
orate uniforms and lieariug tlie lian- 
iiers ami otlier iusigiiia of tlieir re¬ 
spective orders, and wiien tlie cortege - 
finally moves, wending its way af^ 
times tliroiigli miles of the city’s 
streets, it is followed by a mad rnsli 
of men. woiueii and children, wno 
lilock tlie tliorouglifarcs, and trattic for 
tlie time being lias to lie suspended. 
The liope of sueli a funeral is tlie iu- 
iipiratiuii of many a ne.gro’s whole life. 

He slaves and deprives I'imself of 
ailnal necessities fur yonrs to meet 
the demands of tlie collectors of tlie 
soeieties ill order tliat lie may go to 
Ids last resting place iu Hie midst of 
rsiieli strangely weird pageantry.—

In the case of Culm, how¬ 
ever, there are weighty reasons of moral 
Ity and of national Interest why the policy 
should bo held to have a peculiar appli¬ 
cation, nnd I moat earnestly ask ymtr at¬ 
tention to the wisdom. Indeed to the vlt(il 
need, of jirovldlng for n substantial reduc¬ 
tion in the tariff duties on Cuban Iniiiorts 
Into the United Stntes. Cuba inis In hei 
constitution nllirmert what we desired, 
that she should stand, in international 
matters. In closer nnd more friendly re¬ 
lations with 118 than with any other 
power: and we are bound liy every con- 
siderntlon of honor and expediency to 
pass o.ommorolal measures In the Inlereit 


Individual—like the white man. During 
the change of treatment inevitable hard¬ 
ships will occur; every effort should he 
nnaffected by partisan considerations.
